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Business 
chief loses 
company 
legal fight 

AN OSWESTRY business¬ 
man has failed with a 
County Court damages 
claim against his brother 
and former company secre¬ 
tary. 

Cosmo Lloyd, trading as 
CGL Group Ltd, sought 
damages in Worcester 
County Court on August 15 
against his brother David 
Lloyd. 

He claimed that photo¬ 
copiers had been purchased 
without authorisation 
under finance agreement for 
the company by David Lloyd 
and sought damages in 
respect of the settlement 
agreement with the finance 
firm. 

David Lloyd convinced 
Circuit Judge Richard Run- 
dell that the items had been 
purchased with Cosmo 
Lloyd’s knowledge and the 
judge ruled that David Lloyd 
was not in breach of duty. 

Dismissing the claim last 
Friday he said that the 
defendant’s costs should be 
met by the CGL Group. 

The court heard that 
Cosmo Lloyd had operated 
several limited company 
businesses in Oswestry. CGL 
Group Ltd was the holding 
company for Lloyds Timber 
Frames and CGL Develop¬ 
ments. 

Parts for a 
steam loco 
are stolen 

ABOUT £1,000 of special 
parts for a 1951 steam loco 
have been stolen from an 
Oswestry railway yard. 

Thieves stole the large, 
heavy metal boiler parts 
from the Cambrian Rail¬ 
ways site between 10pm last 
Thursday and 10am on Mon¬ 
day. 

Volunteers say this has 
halted some of the restora¬ 
tion work on an Oliver Vel- 
ton engine as they will now 
have to get new parts made. 
It’s thought the items were 
stolen for their scrap value.

Fuel station 
bought for 
almost £1m 


A SERVICE station near Oswestry has been 
bought out of administration in a deal worth 
almost £1 million. 

Nesscliffe Services, on the A5 Nesscliffe 
Bypass between Oswestry and Shrewsbury, 
has been bought by businessmen Stuart 
Giles, Lyaqetali Amirali Mohamed and Altaf 
Amirali Mohamed. 

It has led to about eight jobs being safe¬ 
guarded and no redundancies are believed 
to have been made. The business was 
bought by the men for £891,344 on July 3, 
after it fell into administration in mid-June 
as Richard Philpott and Mark Orton, from 
administrators KPMG, were drafted in to 
help the flagging company. 

It supplies fuel for Esso and operates a 
Londis grocery store. According to KPMG’s 
report, the Royal Bank of Scotland was 
owed about £1.5m at the time of the admin¬ 
istrators’ appointment made up of a £ 1.1m 
loan, £344,000 overdraft position and bank 
guarantee to Esso. To date, the bank has 
received £750,000. 

Unsecured creditors were also owed 
£367,000, made up of £87,000 to trade sup¬ 
pliers, £7,000 to HM Revenue & Customs 
and £273,000 in director loans. 

A spokesman confirmed the business had 
kept operating while it was in administra¬ 
tion and all existing staff had been kept on. 


“A 15 certificate should not be confused 
with the 12A Certificate in which a person 
under the age of 12 may go into a film with 
an adult aged 18+,” explained the cinema’s 
Richard Thacker. 

“Unfortunately we have had some 
instances where parents have tried to bring 
in under age children and we have not been 
able to let them in. 

“If a person under this age bracket is 
found to be watching a 15 or 18 film, we will 
be fined and the cinema could lose its license 
to show films,” explained Mr Thacker. 

“There has been some abusive verbal 
behaviour which we will not tolerate at any 
of our cinemas from parents, children or 
teenagers because we will not put the status 
of Welshpool’s cinema at risk.” 

Required 

Mr Thacker said the cinema operated a 
strict ID policy for films with a Certificate 15 
or 18. He added: “If a customer does not look 
the required age, ID will be asked to be pro¬ 
duced. If ID can not be produced, admission 
will be refused, with no exceptions.” 

Teenagers are advised to obtain an ID 
pass through http://www.pass-scheme.org. 
uk/for-young-people/national-card-suppli- 
ers/#ValidateUK if they don’t currently 
have one, to clear up any potential confu¬ 
sion.

Van driver had 
stolen bikes in 
back of vehicle 


A WHITE van man had three off-road 
motorbikes worth nearly £13,000 that had 
been stolen from an Oswestry garage in the 
back of his vehicle when stopped by police, a 
court heard. 

The bikes had been taken during a bur¬ 
glary at the Brookside Garage in Upper 
Hengoed, Oswestry, on November 1. 

Driver Owain Chadwick and his passen¬ 
ger Anton Kost were stopped by police the 
day after the burglary in Wrexham, Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court heard. 

Kost, currently serving a lengthy jail term 
for conspiracy to rob, was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of other offences but Chadwick was 
allowed to go on his way because the identity 
numbers of the stolen bikes had not been 
reported. When they were, the court, heard, 
they matched three of the four bikes found 
in the back of the van and Chadwick was 
arrested at his house. 

Chadwick, 20, of Oak Drive, Wrexham, 
and Kost, 31, of no fixed abode, admitted 
three counts of handling stolen goods at a 
previous hearing and appeared at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court yesterday to be sen¬ 
tenced. They both denied being responsible 
for the burglary. The three bikes have never 
been recovered. 

Judge Robin Onions sentenced Kost to 
two years in prison, which will run concur¬ 
rently to his existing sentence. 

Chadwick received a 52-week jail term, 
suspended for two years, and must also 
undertake 250 hours of unpaid work and 
observe a curfew under tag from 7pm to 5am 
for three months.

HUNDREDS of nervous 
teenagers across Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales 
received their GCSE results 
last Thursday - with some 
schools claiming best ever 
figures. 

Shropshire’s largest secondary 
school, The Marches in Oswestry, 
reported a record-breaking set of 
results, with a four per cent rise in 
students getting the top grades. 

Ninety-two per cent of pupils 
achieved five or more A*-C grades, 
every one of the 244 pupils gained at 
least one A*-C, and 99 per cent of 
youngsters achieved at least five 
passes. 

Sarah Longville, headteacher, 
said: “What a wonderful way to cele¬ 
brate our first year as an academy.” 

Llanfyllin High School, in Powys, 
reported that 92 per cent of its pupils 
gained five or more A*-C grades or 
equivalent, with 72 per cent getting 
the top grades in English/Welsh and 
maths. 

Students at Oswestry School 
achieved a 100 per cent pass rate. 
Forty per cent of the grades were A* 
or A, while 82 per cent of were A*-C. 

Head Douglas Robb said: “Pupils 
and staff are to be congratulated 
after working so hard.” 

And at Moreton Hall, an inde¬ 
pendent school for girls near 
Oswestry, 90 per cent of grades were 
from A* to B. 

Staff and pupils at Welshpool High 


School were also celebrating, and 
head teacher Jim Toal congratu¬ 
lated students and staff for another 
very good year for GCSE results. 

He said: “The students deserve 
the warmest congratulations for 
their achievements and I would like 
to thank the team of dedicated staff 
for their support. 

“Sixty-three per cent of our stu¬ 
dents achieved 5 A*-C passes or 
more, including the very important 
GCSEs of English and mathematics 
and 77 per cent of students achieved 
five A*-C passes overall. 


“We are also very pleased that 
there was a 100 per cent pass rate for 
BTEC courses and none of the stu¬ 
dents left without a recognised qual¬ 
ification. 

At Rhyn Park in St Martins, over 
90per cent gained five or more A*-C 
passes, a significant increase in the 
students with five-plus A*-Cs 
including English and maths and an 
increase in the number of students 
who achieved A* and A grades. 

Headteacher Nigel Keates said: “I 
am delighted that our students have 
done so well this year.”

NATALYA Khan is certainly a star pupil at 
Moreton Hall School.

The per¬ 
centage of students gaining 5 A* to C grades, or the equiva¬ 
lent, rose for the third year running by 19per cent to a 
record 91 per cent. 

She paid tribute to the achievements of all the Year 11 
cohort. She said: “97 per cent of our students gained five or 
more passes and all gained at least one recognised qualifica¬ 
tion. In addition, in the first year of the pre-16 Welsh Bac¬ 
calaureate Qualification, our students achieved 100 per 
cent success rate”. 

Individual top performers were Cameron Doolan, Corin 
Doolan and Megan Davies. Collectively, these students 
achieved eight A* and 23 A grades.

WILL POLISH WIFE’S OVERSEAS PENSION BE INCLUDED IN DIVORCE SETTLEMENT? 


Q: Ten years ago my brother married a Polish dentist. She moved to the UK when they married and immediately started work with a local practice and began 
paying into a UK pension scheme. Prior to that she had worked and paid into a pension scheme in Poland for eight years. They don’t have any children and my 
brother has not paid into a private pension scheme. Sadly their marriage is not working out and my brother wants a divorce. I said his wife’s Polish pension 
would be taken into account in the divorce settlement but he disagrees. Which of us is right? 

A: As is the case with all matrimonial assets under current UK law, your sister-in-law’s pension entitlement will be taken into account when the assets are split 
- irrespective of the country it is held in. She and your brother will both be required to make a full and frank disclosure of all their assets and the Court will apply 
Section 25 of the Matrimonial Causes Act 1973 to decide who is entitled to what in the ancillary relief divorce proceedings. The outcome of the Court’s decision 
will depend on each party’s respective needs. 

Your sister-in-law could claim that her Polish pension is a pre-acquired asset, but unless the couple entered into a pre-nuptial agreement to that effect it is 
unlikely the Court would uphold her claim. Not all overseas pensions’ providers may however be able to ‘share’ pensions as we can in the UK, in which case it 
could be that the value of the pension would be offset against another asset within the marriage. Clearly every case is individual and where circumstances fall 
outside the ‘normal spectrum’ it is particularly wise to seek advice as early as possible.

Look at the figures on cycle crashes 


OVER the past few weeks I have read 
stories and letters making convoluted 
arguments about why we should not 
wear cycle helmets. 

One article suggested that compul¬ 
sory wearing of helmets would reduce 
the number of cyclists, quoting the 
Australian model as an example. 

I do not intend to argue the rights 
and wrongs of making it compulsory to 
wear helmets. I would only ask cyclists 
to look at the statistics. 

These are only the tip of the iceberg 
as not all accidents are reported if 
nobody else is involved. As is the case 
with my accident. 

Back in February, less than a mile 
from home, my cycle slipped on a damp 
bend in the road. It was mild and ice 


was not involved. The very first point 
of contact with the road was my head. 

The impact was so severe I thought 
my helmet had fallen off. It had not. To 
this day I am still shocked at the sever¬ 
ity of the impact. I was travelling at 
lOmph to 12mph. 

Following a night in A&E, I returned 
home at about 6.30am the next day 
with several broken bones and bruises. 

Recovering 

My accident would not have shown 
on the 2012 statistics as I did not report 
it. If it had been reported it would prob¬ 
ably be in the ‘slightly injured’ cate¬ 
gory, even though I am still recovering. 

How many other such accidents are 
happening? We may never know the 


true figure. How any sensible person 
can make an argument that suggests 
there would be more injuries resulting 
from the compulsory wearing of cycle 
helmets, is beyond me. 

Those that have concocted stories 
and reasons for not wearing helmets 
should be ashamed of themselves. 

They probably switch off their 
airbags and do not wear seatbelts for 
short journeys. 

In my opinion, it should not be nec¬ 
essary for compulsory legislation 
requiring the wearing of helmets. Just 
look at the facts and remember that 
the first point of contact in an accident 
will be the head.

Private sector is 
ripping off public 

WE are constantly assured in the press that private enter¬ 
prise equals more choice, greater efficiency and lower costs. 

The reality reveals to us that private enterprise usually 
equals a ripped-off taxpayer. In evidence I submit our priva¬ 
tised railways and utilities. I would add a thousand quan¬ 
gos, wind farm manufacturers and housing associations - 
all have their greedy paws deep in the public purse. 

I remember British Rail. The trains ran on time and I 
could afford to travel on them and have the luxury of a seat. 

That national rail service was then subsidised by the tax¬ 
payer. It was privatised, a move that has resulted in the 
worst railway service in Europe with fares 10 times higher 
than anywhere else and our railways now receive twice the 
rate of public subsidy that British Rail used to get. 

Wind farms - an unproven energy policy drawing gener¬ 
ous public subsidies through a £20 addition on everyone’s 
energy bills. Housing associations - a private enterprise 
racket that has its own, built-in bonus called housing bene¬ 
fit. Private landlords have only to pitch their rents just 
above what the tenant can afford, certain in the knowledge 
that it will be covered by the government with housing ben¬ 
efit. In other words, landlords can win the lottery every 
week without buying a ticket! 

I would point out to the ‘private sector’ that the person 
who invented it many years ago, a chap called Dick Turpin, 
had the decency to at least to wear a mask.

on rogue 
traders 

COUNCIL chiefs in Powys 
have warned they will deal 
‘severely’ with any rogue 
traders caught in the county 
following a spate of inci¬ 
dents. 

Powys County Council’s 
Trading Standards team 
said a number of incidents 
had happened in the south of 
the county where builders 
had been approaching eld¬ 
erly homeowners and charg¬ 
ing them over the odds for 
simple building tasks. A 
rogue trader, who has not 
been named but is from 
South Wales, is now await¬ 
ing a court date. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, 
Powys County Council’s 
cabinet member responsible 
for Trading Standards, said 
the council would be going 
above and beyond to catch 
any rogue traders out. 

He said: “Our job is to pro¬ 
tect the vulnerable in our 
communities from being 
ripped off by rogue traders. 

“I also would like thank all 
local authority partners and 
Dyfed Powys Police for their 
support and commend those 
in social services, who 
referred this.” 

Clive Jones, a Powys 
County Council Trading 
Standards officer, added: 
“We would advise all com¬ 
munities to work together 
with us to prevent the vul¬ 
nerable in our community 
succumbing to the tactics of 
rogue traders.” 


Pet shop manager admits 
drugs sale to MS sufferers 


THE manager of Welshpool Pet Shop who 
possessed more than £1,000 worth of drugs 
was selling them to multiple sclerosis suffer¬ 
ers, a court has heard. 

Rhian Mair Davies, 29, of Bridge Street in Llanfair Caere- 
inion, had drugs with a street value of £1,125,74 split 


between her rucksack at the 
pet shop and at her home, 
along with £240 cash at the 
shop, £2,225 cash at home 
and weighing scales, Mold 
Crown Court was told. 

Davies had previously 
admitted possessing 179 
grammes of cannabis with 
intent to supply, possessing 
27 grammes of herbal 
cannabis, possessing 15 
grammes of cannabis resin, 
possessing four grammes of 
amphetamine possessing 
0.9g of MDMA, possessing 
0.8g and 0.03g of ben- 
zylpiperazine and possess¬ 
ing a trace of cocaine. 

Last Thursday Judge 
Philip Hughes gave her a 12- 
month community order 
with supervision and also 
ordered her to carry out a 
drug rehabilitation require¬ 
ment for six months. 

The court heard Davies 
had been buying the drugs in 
Shrewsbury and Telford and 
then selling them to friends 
and MS sufferers. 

Matthew Curtis, prose¬ 
cuting, said officers from 
Dyfed-Powys Police attend¬ 
ed Welshpool Pet Shop in 
Hall Street, which the defen-

dant’s family owns, on the 
morning of March 29 and 
executed a search warrant. 

Mr Curtis said: “Officers 
noticed that the defendant 
became nervous and handed 
over a bag of cannabis from 
her rucksack. The officers 
told her they would still be 
searching the shop, so she 
went back to her rucksack 
and produced a bigger bag of 
cannabis and weighing 
scales, along with £262 in 
cash. 

“Davies was arrested and 
taken to Newtown Police 
Station for questioning, 
while officers went to search 
her home in Llanfair Caere- 
inion. When at her home 
they found the other drugs 
and £2,225 in cash.” 

Oliver King, for Davies, 
said: “She pleaded guilty at 
the earliest opportunity. She 
is giving up drugs and seek¬ 
ing help.” A proceeds of 
crime and destruction of 
goods hearing in relation to 
the case will be held at the 
court on November 22.

Mr Parker was cycling near his home in 
Chirk in September last year when he was 
in collision with the pick up on the B5107 at 
the Trap Bridge on the Shropshire border. 

Judge Philip Hughes banned Williams 
from driving for four years but told he him 
that he must not drive until medical advice 
said he could. 

He said he had displayed “selfish irre¬ 
sponsibility” by driving and had taken a ter¬ 
rible and deliberate risk by ignoring medical 
advice. 

“It was only a matter of time before a seri¬ 
ous accident was bound to occur,” he said. 

The court heard that when applying to be 
registered partially sighted, Williams him¬ 
self had written: “I have problems walking, 
I am constantly bumping into things 
because I cannot see them. I am always trip¬ 
ping and falling. I need guidance from some¬ 
one else at all times.” 

Elen Owen, prosecuting, said the cyclist 
would have been visible to the defendant for 
85 metres along a straight stretch of road. 

Mark Connor, defending, said Williams 
wished to apologise for what he had done 
although he knew nothing he could say or do 
could put it right. 

He was devastated, ashamed and full of 
remorse for the consequences of his terrible 
error of judgement in continuing to drive. 

The court heard how Mr Parker, who 
loved walking and cycling, had been due to 
celebrate 50 years of marriage.

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Children 
in care 
need help 
at school 

A REPORT says more needs 
to be done to help children in 
care in Wales reach their 
potential in education. 

The report by the Auditor 
General for Wales says that 
29 per cent of about 5,000 
children in care in Wales do 
not gain any qualifications, 
compared to one per cent of 
children in general. 

In Powys, there are 170 
children in care, with 45 per 
cent of them gaining five or 
more GCSEs at grades A* to 
G, the second highest pass 
rate for local authorities, 
behind only Merthyr Tydfil. 

A total of 91 per cent in 
Powys leave education with 
at least one qualification 
aged 19, behind only Blae¬ 
nau Gwent, which has 100 
per cent. 

The report found educa¬ 
tional attainment for chil¬ 
dren in care is improving 
slowly but there is ‘too much 
variation’ and ‘inconsistent 
support’ and it will now be 
considered by AMs. 

Alan Morris from the 
Wales Audit Office said 
there was ‘quite a substan¬ 
tial gap’ between the 
achievements at school of 
children in care and children 
in general. 

But he added: “We think 
the potential of those chil¬ 
dren is exactly the same as 
all children.” 

No-one from Powys 
County Council was avail¬ 
able to comment.

NFU want talks on 
impact of pylons

THE NFU has said it will meet National Grid 
bosses over pylon proposals which could 
lead to disruption for farmers and see land 
taken out of production. 

Following a farmers meeting at Llanymynech attended 
by local NFU members and representatives including 
Oswestry Senior NFU Group Secretary, Mark Jones, the 
NFU is determined the impact on the farming community 
is kept to a minimum before and during construction. 

The route was announced at the end of July from 10 pos¬ 
sible corridors and if approved the new 400kV power line 
will link wind farms in Mid Wales with existing lines in 
Shropshire using a mix of overhead pylons and under¬ 
ground connections. 

Sarah Faulkner, NFU regional environmental policy 
adviser, based at Telford, said: “We will hold further talks 
with National Grid over the pylon proposals as many of our 
members have concerns over the proposed route. 

“While the announcement has lifted a cloud of uncer¬ 
tainty from many affected by the proposed corridors there 
is real disappointment from those living and farming along 
the chosen route. 

“We will talk with with National Grid for our members, 
ensure that farmers are listened to and that the plans are 
put in place in a way that causes minimal disruption to their 
farms. 

“Farmers will receive payments but it is important to 
stress this is for works on their land that will have an impact 
on their businesses.” 

The new route will stretch from CefnCoch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion, to Lower Frankton, near Oswestry. 

The pylons could be 50 metres high, with a distance 
between them of 360 metres and minimum ground clear¬ 
ance of 7.6 metres. 

If approved, planning permission could be applied for as 
early as 2013 with construction, if agreed, starting in 2014 
and expected to take 18 months. 

Mrs Faulkner said: “National Grid has yet to decide how 
the new power line will be constructed and which sections

will be over ground or underground. They may also be look¬ 
ing at new pylon designs and we are happy to work along¬ 
side them if needed. 

“We will also prepare guidance for those who will be 
approached by National Grid to gain access to their land.”

Welcome for 
dairy strategy 

DAIRY farmers in Mid Wales have wel¬ 
comed a new strategy put forward to pre¬ 
vent a repeat of last month’s industry crisis 
which led to blockades and protests outside 
supermarkets and milk processors. 

The Dairy Coalition has put forward a 10 
point plan focusing on three key areas - 
exposing bad practices, redefining and 
empowering the farmers’ role in the supply 
chain and ensuring the chain is transparent 
and fair. 

The move follows an aborted attempt by 
dairy processors to cut the amount paid to 
farmers for their milk, which many feared 
would put them out of business. 

Stephen James, NFU Cymru deputy 
president, said: “We firmly believe that all 
farmers should receive a fair and sustain¬ 
able milk price, which at least covers their 
costs to produce milk. 

“This is the only way we will be able to 
ensure shoppers have the choice of British 
dairy products on supermarket shelves.” 


He said the St Oswald was one of only 
three churches in Shropshire which main¬ 
tained a full choral tradition in services 
week by week and the only one that used 
young voices on the ‘soprano/treble’ line, 
producing the instantly recognisable Angli¬ 
can choral sound. 

“The treble line is made up of young peo¬ 
ple aged between eight and 16,” Mr Donkin 
said. 

“We use the Royal School of Music’s Voice 
for Life scheme which is ideal for training 
young voices. It nurtures and develops the 
voice without putting it under any strain.” 

He said the new group began after a five- 
year-old girl wanted to join the choir. 

“We don’t usually admit children until 
they are eight years old as they need a good 
level of reading ability. But this set us think¬ 
ing it was a pity that younger children could 
not benefit from the training on offer and 
we therefore set up a new group, St 
Oswald’s Quiristers. 

“We hope it will be a feeder into the junior 
choir but this is not a pre-requisite and we 
are just looking for children who enjoy 
singing and want to learn more.” 

Mr Donkin said the church also wanted to 
hear from boys and girls from the age of 
eight who would like to join the choir.

ELDERLY people in Mid Wales will be left iso¬ 
lated and lonely unless broadband speeds in 
the area are improved, a charity has warned. 

Age Cymru said the internet was vital for older people in 
the region for keeping up with family and friends, but poor 
broadband speeds are leaving them unable to cope. 

Graeme Francis, of Age Cymru, said: “Access to the inter¬ 
net is not just important for the young or for businesses. 


Vow to fight 
closure bid 
for hospital 
injuries unit 

CHIRK could lose its minor 
injuries unit. 

Chirk Hospital faces the 
loss of the unit in shake-up 
plans by the health board for 
North Wales. 

The Circle of Friends for 
the community hospital has 
launched a consultation 
over plans to move all the 
minor injury units in the 
region to the Wrexham 
Maelor Hospital and to close 
inpatient beds at Llan¬ 
gollen’s Community Hospi¬ 
tal. 

The watchdog for North 
Wales - the Community 
Health Council - is urging 
people to make their views 
known about the plans. 

Supporters of the hospital 
have vowed to fight the pro¬ 
posals. 

Sybil Jones, chairman of 
the friends group voiced con¬ 
cerns for workers at the 
town’s Kronospan and Cad¬ 
bury s/Kr aft Foods, as well as 
visiting tourists, who would 
be forced to travel to Wrex¬ 
ham for treatment if the clo¬ 
sure went ahead. 

“This is the dilemma 
which all residents will be 
faced with - a long wait for 
treatment when they 
already have all the facilities 
on their doorstep at Chirk 
Hospital.” 

The petition is available in 
Chirk Post Office, Chirk 
Hospital and Chirk Leisure 
Centre. 


Many older people use the 
internet and need it in order 
to access more and more 
online services and 
resources, as well as for 
keeping in touch with family 
and friends via e-mail and 
video conferencing, such as 
Skype. 

“But without good broad¬ 
band, many older residents 
of Montgomeryshire, as in 
any part of rural Wales, face 
being left isolated and 
detached from vital serv¬ 
ices.” 

He added: “Increasing 
numbers of public services, 
cheaper prices for goods and 
information can only be 
accessed online. Many rural 
banks and post offices have 
closed and therefore online 
access is vital as poor public 
transport and the cost of 
motoring in rural areas 
makes it prohibitive for 
some to access such services 
that are now a greater dis¬ 
tance from them.” 

Mr Francis said he had 
backed Montgomeryshire 
AM Russell George’s cam¬ 
paign for everyone in the 
area to check broadband 
speeds and then depending 
on the results, campaign for 
better coverage in the area. 

Mr George said: “Broad¬ 
band is vital for rural com¬ 
munities such as Montgom¬ 
eryshire. It’s a utility just 
like electricity or the phone 
- a service that we all need. 

“Socially it’s more and 
more important to have 
broadband in order to 
undertake some basic tasks 
for many in rural areas. 

“For businesses broad¬ 
band has become a vital tool 
and unless we have fast and 
reliable internet connec¬ 
tions, many businesses will 
struggle to do its business 
online and will simply 
become uncompetitive.”

A WOMAN from Morda is playing a key role in making 
sure athletes taking part in the London Paralympics get 
to their venues on time. 

Siobhan Dunn has sacrificed her own holiday to volun¬ 
teer to be a member of the Games’ transport team. 

The 44-year-old will be working in the athletes’ village 
for the duration of the Games helping to oversee bus 
transport arrangements. She said: “There is a feelgood 
factor in the country after the London Olympics and I am 
sure that will continue into the Paralympics so I am 
really looking forward to it.” 

She went to London on August 25 and her first shift 
was on August 26, three days before the Paralympics 
start. She added: “My last shift will be on September 8 so 
I will be there for the duration of the Games.” 

Siobhan, who works at Oswestry-based aeronautical 
manufacturer Lindstrand Technologies, said the volun¬ 
teer role would include many early morning starts. 

She said: “My shifts run from 6am to 2pm so will have 
to take the Tube or a bus from where I am staying early 
in the morning to get to the athletes’ village on time. 

“This really is a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to be a 
part of the Games.” 


Centre's vow on late 
night opening plans 


BOSSES at a sports and entertainment cen¬ 
tre near Oswestry say plans to extend open¬ 
ing hours will not create extra late night 
noise or traffic. 

Staff at The Venue, in Park Hall, have 
applied to Shropshire Council for permis¬ 
sion to ‘vary hours for regulated entertain¬ 
ment/ late night refreshment and the sale of 
alcohol’. 

Graeme Kirkham, management supervi¬ 
sor, said current hours at The Venue on 
Mondays to Wednesdays were 10am-12pm 
but they wanted to change them to 9am- 
lam. 

On Fridays and Saturdays they want to 
change hours from 10am-2am to 9am-2am 


and on Sunday they want times to change 
from 10am-2am to 9am-lam. 

He said this request would allow toddler 
groups to start earlier and only ‘on the rare 
occasion’ would there be events that would 
run to early morning. 

Bosses at The Venue said they would 
ensure all doors and windows would be kept 
closed after 9pm. 

Signs would also be put up to encourage 
people not to disturb neighbouring proper¬ 
ties and music would be turned down 30 
minutes before closing. 

Mr Kirkham said: “We would like to reas¬ 
sure residents there is not going to be any 
extra noise levels or traffic late at night.”

A CAMPAIGN group in Os¬ 
westry has welcomed plans 
to plough £75,000 into reg¬ 
enerating shops, but said the 
cash was not the only ans¬ 
wer to the town’s problems. 

Oswestry Joint Economic 
Board is offering the cash to 
help revamp shops and 
encourage new businesses.

If it can be 
suitably open, flexible, inno¬ 
vative, dynamic and collabo¬ 
rative, it could become an 
important facilitator, help¬ 
ing develop and share com¬ 
mon solutions to common 
problems.” It added this 
would need ‘sustained att¬ 
ention, support and leader¬ 
ship’ from town councillors’. 

The board is a partnership 
developed by Shropshire Co¬ 
uncil and the town council.

Health scare hasn't stopped 
Jenny from helping others 


JENNY Upshall has always cared for people and despite going 
through a heart bypass operation she hasn’t stopped helping others 
during their times of need. 

The 63- year-old likes to see negatives turned into positives and has always looked at life 
with enthusiasm and excitement. 

Jenny has spent much of her life in nursing before moving to Oswestry in 1994 where 
she later set up Allenby Douglas Ltd, a company specialising in holistic care for people in 
their own homes. 


Born in Suffolk she trained in nursing in 
Ipswich. Both her mother and grandmother 
were psychiatric nurses. 

At the age of 22 she was promoted to a 
ward sister and moved to West Suffolk 
before becoming a senior officer for the 
Royal College of Nursing and working on 
employment tribunal boards. 

But one day as she was going about her 
business a sharp pain shot across her chest. 
When it didn’t get any better she visited her 
doctor who referred her to a cardiologist. 
Tests were carried out which revealed she 
had a 70 per cent blockage in a major artery. 

She said: “They told me ‘you are 45 years 
old and the best thing to do is have a bypass, 
that way you will live. It could block up or 
you could die’. 

“I hadn’t got cholesterol problems and in 
my head I couldn’t believe what I was look¬ 
ing at on the X-ray.” 

She had the bypass but refused a second 
when the first failed. Fortunately further 
procedures and X-rays showed that her 
instinct had been correct, she did not have a 
blockage but something quite different which 
another bypass would not have helped. 

She took early retirement from working 
at the Royal College of Nursing and studied 
a masters degree in Health Law and Ethics 
and then decided to set up her own consul¬ 
tancy helping with employment tribunals. 

In searching for the part of the country to 
live she discovered Oswestry after ‘an acci-

dental journey over the racecourse’ which 
‘brought love at first sight. 

In 2000, she started Allenby Douglas Ltd, 
named after her father who had suffered as 
a Japanese prisoner of war. 

“Despite his horrific experiences he had 
forgiven and he believed that adversity was 
a challenge,” she said. 

“He visited sick pensioners in their homes 
maintaining that people should stay in their 
home to receive care and support. The com¬ 
pany’s philosophy underpins his beliefs.” 

Starting with two members of staff, 12 
years later, it is running successfully with 45 
members of staff and has nearly 100 clients. 

It helps people needing care by adding the 
extra human touch to make them feel, she 
said, ‘valued, loved and cherished’. 

Together with her work at the company 
Jenny continues to sit on Employment Tri¬ 
bunals in Shrewsbury and Birmingham. 

She is grateful for the support of her hus¬ 
band, her daughter and her 90-year-old, 
‘inspirational’ mother.

Little owl with a big voice 
can make its presence felt 



IT’S not often that I’m woken dur¬ 
ing the night; so when it happens 
it’s quite alarming. Not least of all 
when what wakes you is a pierc¬ 
ing screech. 

There are several possible animal perpe¬ 
trators; dogs, cats, foxes, but this was none 
of them. Instead it was a small bird, no 
larger than a mistle thrush but with 
sharper talons and a larger than life person¬ 
ality. 

The Little Owl was introduced to Britain 
from Holland in 1889. Back then it was 
known as ‘the fierce little foreigner’ and all 
those adjectives certainly do the little owl 
justice. 

Its Latin name, Athene noctua, refers to 
the Greek goddess, Pallas Athene, who took 
the owl as her emblem. For the Greeks it 
was a symbol of peace and intelligence, but 
the Romans cursed the little owl as a bad 
omen, for their version of Athene linked her 
with war. 

The little owl is not strictly nocturnal and 
is often active during the day. It can some¬ 
times be seen perched on fence posts or tele¬ 
graph poles and if approached, will bob up 
and down nervously, waggling its head. 
Because it appears small and dumpy when 
standing, its large head and correspond¬ 
ingly big eyes, make it appear as though all 


the bird is is a head! However if you advance 
too close, you will see that in flight, the little 
owl looks similar to any other owl. 

Often this little bundle of feathers atop a 
fence post, will be mobbed by hordes of 
smaller birds, or a crow or two. 

These birds are not usually prey to the lit¬ 
tle owl, although during the summer breed¬ 
ing season, they will take young fledgling 
birds such as thrushess and robins. 

To a small garden bird, the little owl is cer¬ 
tainly recognised as a fierce little foreigner 
in their territory. 

But what of that piercing cry? Well the 
characteristic ‘kee-wit’ of the little owl is a 
way for the adults to communicate to each 
other. However this is most common in the 
breeding season and since we’re past that 
now in Shropshire, I expect the screech I 
heard was a couple of youngsters ‘talking’ to 
each other. 

Unexpectedly 

Despite its diurnal ramblings, the little 
owl does prefer to hunt at dusk or during the 
night. Its prey consists mainly of insects and 
small mammals, however unlike most other 
birds of prey, the little owl will occasionally 
eat plant material and berries. 

It will also hunt earthworms and has been 
observed (but alas not by me) falling over 
backwards when it suddenly and unexpect¬ 
edly wins a tug of war with one. 

You might have a better chance of seeing a 
little owl do battle with an earthworm if you 
had one resident in your garden and it is a 
happy fact that they do take to nest boxes. 

If you find one taking to your garden, let 
me know, I’d be delighted. But don’t blame 
me if you experience a few sleepless nights!

Natural 
landscape 
in focus 
on chart 

VISITORS to a Shropshire 
beauty spot can learn more 
about its landscape thanks 
to a new identification chart 
which describes the animal 
and plant life that can be 
found there.

HISTORIANS have called for a rethink on 
plans to build homes near the birthplace of 
Shropshire war poet Wilfred Owen should a 
campaign to have the property listed prove 
successful.

But calls have been made 
for Shropshire Council to 
look again at the plans 
should the Government’s 
Culture, Olympics, Media 
and Sport department agree 
to the listing. 

Oswestry Civic Society 
and the Wilfred Owen Asso¬ 
ciation both said they were 
supporting the listing appli¬ 
cation. 

Historian Dr Nigel Tins¬ 
ley, who is researching the 
history of Plas Wilmot, says 
the proposed development 
would occupy about three of 
approximately four acres of 
land at the poet’s birthplace. 

He said: “At Darwin’s 
birthplace they don’t allow 
building anywhere near the 
house. 

“While a number of local 
people feel that no develop¬ 
ment at all should take place 
on the site, others suggest a 
compromise solution. 

“One idea is that a line 
would be drawn between the 
east gate and the west gate 
and that no development 
should take place to the 


south of that line. The most 
sensitive areas; the orchard, 
the vegetable garden, where 
Wilfred played at soldiers, 
and the site of the pool would 
all be preserved. 

“Under this plan only one 
third of the land would be 
developed.” 

Dr Tinsley added: “The 
site has remained pretty 
well intact for well over a 
century. It would be unfortu¬ 
nate if its heritage value 
were to be compromised 
now, just when Wilfred 
Owen’s star is rising so fast 
and the 2014 centenary only 
18 months away.” 

Wilfred Owen died in 
November 1918 in the final 
days of the First World War. 

He is famous for poems 
such as Dulce Et Decorum 
Est and Anthem for Doomed 
Youth. 

In March, planning per¬ 
mission was granted to build 
seven homes in the orchard 
and paddock at Plas Wilmot. 

An application for listing 
is now being processed by 
English Heritage.

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New Grand Vitara 
takes a step forward 


IT’S over 24 years since Suzuki 
unveiled the Grand Vitara, claim¬ 
ing the world’s first compact SUV 
and how things have changed 
since then. 

Early Vitaras tapped into a new market for 
vehicles delivering off-road ability with fun-to- 
drive performance but models were basic to say 
the least. 

The latest Grand Vitara marks evolution 
rather than revolution for Suzuki, but the com¬ 
pany has certainly kept pace with a growing 
demand for good looking SUVs. 

The Grand Vitara 2.4-litre is available in three 
and five-door body styles and different grades - 
two for three-door model and two for five-door 
model - ranging from a lower to a higher level of 
specification: SZ3, SZ4 and SZ5. 



At the heart of the model is a 122kW/166PS 
2.4-litre petrol engine delivering improved 
power and torque, and since March tailpipe 
emissions are lower at 201g/km for the three- 
door model and 204g/km for five-door models. 

The engine incorporates a series of features 
that at launch were seen for the first time on a 
Suzuki-designed powerplant. These included a 
three-stage variable air intake and a tumble con¬ 


trol valve in the intake ports to achieve the best 
possible fuel-air mixture. 

Further innovative measures introduced to 
reduce engine noise and vibration include a bal¬ 
ancer shaft, built into the oil pump to save space; 
a “silent” timing chain, and a new bearing cap to 
support the crankshaft, made from lightweight 
but hard-wearing ductile cast iron. 

A stiffer engine block, revised engine mounts, 
detail changes to propeller shaft components 
and extra insulation all contributed to bring 
noise and vibration levels in the 2.4-litre model 
even lower than before. 

Noise 

There’s no mistaking that the Grand Vitara is 
a full-blooded 4x4 and it really does look the part 
today, but still lacks the comforts of more expen¬ 
sive alternatives in the market. The ride is too 
firm and there is still a lot of engine noise despite 
all the efforts at improvement. 

On the plus side the firm suspension limits 
body movement and there is good grip and well 
weighted steering on the open road. 

Inside the cab it’s clear Suzuki has raised its 
game when it comes to quality. All the controls 
are clearly identified and not over elaborate 
while the cabin is solidly built and stylish and 
should stand the test of time. 

The boot is a useful size, though only just 
passed the golf club test, which is disappointing

considering the size of the vehicle. The rear seats 
fold forward for extra load space but they stack 
behind the front seats’ limiting available space. 

The side-hinged door looks good but in reality 
can prove a problem when loading up with any¬ 
thing parked behind. 

There’s no denying the Vitara looks good 
though. All models come with alloy wheels, front 
electric windows, climate control, remote cen¬ 
tral locking and a CD player with steering wheel- 
mounted controls. 

SZ4 trim adds rear privacy glass, a CD 
changer and upgraded stereo, larger alloy 
wheels and front foglamps, while the SZ5 on test 
featured wood trim inlays to the centre console 
and integrated door armrests enhancing all¬ 
round cabin quality. 

The Grand Vitara has a comprehensive safety 
package, including front, side and curtain 
airbags for driver, front seat passenger and rear 
passengers (outer rear seats on five-door mod¬ 
els). 

ISOFIX child seat mountings with top-tether 
anchor are fitted as standard on the rear seats. 

In the event of an accident, the reinforced 
cabin structure, impact absorbing crush zones, 
and the design of the ‘built-in ladder frame’ con¬ 
struction direct impact energy away from the 
cabin. 

The cabin itself is further reinforced including 
door impact bars and deformation-resistant 
members. Pedals are designed to minimise pro¬ 
trusion into the footwell, and there’s a head 
impact protection structure. 

Suzuki has sold over 180,000 Vitaras since 


1988 and with prices ranging from £15,995 to 
£23,275 it’s obvious those sales will be on the 
increase because this is affordable four wheel 
drive motoring.

Take your time. Don’t compromise 
your concentration and the safety of 
other road users by being in a hurry. 
Leaving the house five minutes earlier 
changes the nature of how you make 
the journey. The extra time allows for 
any delays. 

Whether you’re ferrying the kids or 
driving to work, your journey is likely 
to involve passing schools and resi¬ 
dential areas. Take extra care on the 
roads to compensate for the fact that 
children won’t always be paying 
attention, especially when approach¬ 
ing the school gate. 


If you’re dropping your children off 
to school, don’t stop on the yellow zig¬ 
zags by the school gate. Try to stop in 
a safe place ensuring you let your pas¬ 
sengers out on the pavement side. 
This makes it easier for vehicles to get 
past and avoids causing congestion in 
front of the school. 

Sharing 

If you’re child has a friend nearby who 
attends the same school, consider 
sharing the driving. Arrange an infor¬ 
mal deal with other parents to reduce 
the driving pressure. 

Be aware that the speed limit sur¬ 
rounding the local school may have 
been reduced to 20mph, so slow down 
and keep an eye out for children cross¬ 
ing the road. 

If your children are walking to school 
on their own, make sure they are 


aware of the potential hazards such as 
crossing busy roads and encourage 
them to always use the pedestrian 
crossing if there is one.

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Korando crossovers are 
going for a SsangYong 



The SsangYong Korando - the latest big thing to come out of Korea 


STREET cred counts when 
you start talking about 
crossover vehicles; cars 
with the pumped up looks 
of a proper off-roader but 
the driving feel of an easy¬ 
going hatchback, writes 
Ian 
Dondaldson. 

It’s proving a compelling mix, 
with thousands of drivers abandon¬ 
ing their hatchbacks every year for 
the pull of a crossover and the 
chance to move up in the world (lit¬ 
erally, you sit higher than in other 
cars). 

But most important of all in this 
high-style part of the market is what 
the car says about the person who 
bought it. 

Smile 

It’s got to look the part of urban 
jungle warrior and not make your 
neighbours smile for the wrong rea¬ 
son as you arrive home in your new 
purchase for the first time. 

The SsangYong Korando cer¬ 
tainly looks the part. Designed by 
the man who shaped everything 
from the first Golf, a Ferrari or two 
and a flotilla of favoured Fiats, the 
4x4 from Korea looks good against 
the competition. 

A study of its specification shows 
the Korando is up to scratch too, 
offering all the kit a crossover kid 
could hope for and including, in sev¬ 
eral versions, a four-wheel drive sys¬ 
tem that clicks in when the going 
gets slippery. 

But the compelling reason you 
might consider a Korando is the 


price. The model tested here is 
SsangYong’s answer to potential 
buyers who wanted 4x4 capability 
but at a lower cost than current 
Korandos offered. 

Enter the Korando SX at £18,795, 
a healthy £2,650 less than the EX 
and losing in the process only a little 
power from basically the same diesel 
engine, along with slightly smaller 
alloy wheels, heated leather seats 
(front and rear) and a simpler air 


con system. 

The new entry-level 4x4 is more 
than £2,800 less than the Hyundai 
ix35, for example, and comes with a 
more powerful engine and lacks lit¬ 
tle or nothing in the goodies count. 

But here things grow more com¬ 
plicated. You’ve almost certainly 
heard of Hyundai but SsangYong 
could well be a stranger to your 
motoring vocabulary (let alone try¬ 
ing to spell the name). 


In fact, the Korean company has 
been around for years but has made 
only half-hearted attempts to sell its 
cars here until recently. Now, with a 
growing dealer network and a more 
compelling sales pitch, more people 
might soon be able to spell SsangY¬ 
ong. 

Even before you drive this latest 
down-priced Korando there’s the 
five year, unlimited mileage war¬ 
ranty to get you interested. It covers 
parts like shock absorbers and 
steering joints that rivals set limits 
on. 

The new SX comes as standard 
with rear parking sensors, cruise 
control, all round electric windows, 
power folding door mirrors and a 
fiddly radio with Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity. 

Quiet 

Out on the road you don’t miss 
the lost horsepower of the dearer 
car, the SX having the same claimed 
acceleration time (0-62mph in 9.9 
seconds) and (oddly) a higher top 
speed, at 116mph. The engine stays 
quiet at a swift cruise and returned 
36mpg on a fairly undemanding 
test route. That compares to the 
45.6mpg on the official test, which 
hardly any car approaches. 

It would be daft to expect Audi- 
like fit and finish in the cockpit at 
Korando prices, but there’s a 
smart, modern neatness to every¬ 
thing and easily read instruments 
and chunky switches. 

It also rides the ruts of rural 
Britain with ease, trading a bit of 
body roll for comfort. I’ll buy that 
balance any day.
